the Island of Tahiti A writer in the 
New York Sun, who watched the ha 


| noe manned by two natives, thus de 
scribes it: Peering into the clear wa 
ter, where you can see to a depth of 
five fathoms, you catch a glimpse far 
down among the sea ferns and coral 
cups of the long, lithe tail of a shark, 
and of a huge pectoral fin that sways 
jcontinually with a sidewise motion, 
and sends up little rippies to the sur 
face. 

The native diver picks up a coil of 
cocoanut fiber with a slipnoose al 
ready tied in it, seizes a knife in his 
teeth and qutetly slips into the water. 
It is done with wonderful skill. The 


native keeps close to the reef, and 
lets himself down through the water 
by means of the sea growths till he 


is right over the waving tail. Slow 


starting behind the pectoral fin, be 
gins to stroke the sea tiger. There is 
a faint movement of the body, and the 
fin sways more rapidly. 

Again the hand moves forward, and 
as it strokes the fish the other hand 
leaves the slipknot hanging loosely 
near the spread of the-tail. Then the 
native comes quietly to the surface, 
and the spectator breathes freely 
again.

The shortcomings of baseball and 
football as sports for boys are pointed 
out by Jacob Riis in an article on 
“The Boy Scouts” in the Outlook. He 
says, “Scouting gives every boy a 
chance to be in the game,” and con- 
tinues: 

“The trouble with baseball and foot- 
ball is that they do not do that. They 
are good as far as they go, but they 
do net go around. Nine or eleven 
boys take a hand in them, a hundred 
or a thousand sit and shout. They 
have no other part in it. Granted 
that there are many nines and elev- 
ens. Still there are many more whom 
the game really robs of a boy’s most 
precious quality—initiative; it pau- 
perizes the boys, physically and men- 
tally, by making them take their fun 
at second hand.

In exactly 27 seconds I 
checked off nine spoonbiils, giving 
them the blue ribbon for the day with 
a speed of 133 miles per hour.

When one 
of their flock was hit, he did not go 
straight down as the spoonbill did, 
but I would think that the effect on

Cities Ages Old. 

Forgotten cities of a prehistoric 
people, far beyond what was deemed 
the furthest eastern limit of the towp 
buildings, were reported by Fr. Julius 
Hartman of the Catholic parish at 
Willard, Torrence county, to the 
school of American Archaeology at 
Santa Fe, N. M., recently. Fr. Hart- 
man made a survey of sixty miles of 
ruins and rock inscriptions extending 
from the present Mexican village of 
Pinos Wells to the Canyon Pintada in 
a@ region that is desolate and uninhab- 
ited and touched only at long inter- 
vals by sheep herders.

From the burial 
place, the priest took’ skeletons, fu- 
neral.urns, pottery, stone implements, 
weapons and other relics, character- 
istic of the prehistoric town builders 
of the Rio Grande valley.
